7heCo*lit»on 
Adrmnittrahon  under  Mon  Stuart  Carton 
twepl  back  into  power,  with  the  prob- 
ability of  40  or  better  of  the  S')  seats  open  at 
ihe  polls  I hree  veteran  seats  were  deterred 
While  the  lount  is  incomplete,  there  is  no 
mistaking  the  trend  Mr  Garson  was  re- 
turned  with  all  of  his  Cabinet  1 he  electors 
''  chose  old  iini  patiY  tandulaics  Tn  nearly  four 
out  of  every  live  ridings  ind  turned  back  a 
strong  Socialist  bid  w ith  bui  slight  gams  A 
sprinkling  ol  independents  were  clecicd  with- 
out affecting  the  net  result  much  in  either 
direction.  I hi»  reiterates  w'hai  was  empha- 
ii/ed  at  the  federal  general  election.  Canada 
IS  not  turning  left. 

Mr  Carson  s personal  triumph  and  the 
success  of  the  combinaiion^at  the  polls  gives  a 
second  term  to  the  Manitoba  Coalition  one 
formed  of  Liberal  Progressives  and  Progres- 
sive Conservatives,  with  some  Social  Credit 
elements  The  main  opposition  came  from 
CCr  and  Labor  Progressive  groups,  with 
the  C C.F.  making  a decided  bid  for  power  m 
ihe  province.  Its  initial  gam  was  one  seal, 
from  three  members  to  lour  as  the  countinjT 
proceeded  yesterday  l o that  it  may  yet  add 
the  odd  seat  Pven  if  the  combined  opposi- 
tion should  take  all  of  the  doubtful  seats, 
however,  they  could  not  become  anything  but 
a minority  in  the  new  House 

'I'he  Manitoba  Coalition  is  not  uleniical 
with  that  m British  Columbia,  although 
many  of  its  elements  are  the  same  and  Us  an- 
nounced platform  similar.  A wartime  record, 
postwar  works,  rural  clectrifuation  more  aid 
for  schools,  a 525  000.000  ten  year  highway 
plan,  a labur  code  development  of  natural 
resources,  expanded  agricultural  policy,  agri- 
cultural schools  these  were  some  of  (he 
planks  in  Mr  (.^arson’s  program  IheC-CL. 
platform-  was  much  what  it  has  been  else- 
where. while  Labor  Progressives  campaigned 
on  a five-day  w’cek  and  other  matters 

The  opposition  may  vet  be  able  lo  point  to 
a net  reduction  in  the  CA^alilion  support  m 
the  new  Mouse,  but  if  wiM  be  an  inoperative 
one  as  the  Manitoba  Coalition  will  have  a 
clear  maioriiy  over  all  groups  in  the  Legis- 
lature For  a setond  term  coalition  that  is  a 
decisive  result  What  effect  the  Manitoba 
test  will  have  on  the  British  Columbia  r»-fer* 
ence  remains  to  be  seen.  C.oalitionists  here, 
however  will  have  the  least  expl.'ioing  ’ 
to  do. 

Rrntoring  IVr*»|)f*rtivr 

One  of  the  most  diffiiuit  things  to  do  in 
connection  with  current  affairs  is  to  fit  them 
into  their  true  role  in  history.  Historians  svill 
be  aided  in  that  bv  the  words  of  C^n*  Cieorge 
r Marshall.  United  States  .^rmv  Chief  of 
Staff  in  the  war  now  ended  1 he  Globe  and 
Mad.  Toronto,  commenting  on  perspective  in 
the  conflict  made  the  following  editorial  com- 
ment recently  - 

■ Gen.  George  C,  Marshall  as  L'i\iicd  States 
Army  Chief  of  Staff  throughout  the  war  was 
one  of  the  prime  architects  of  the  Allies  vic- 
tory. To  bis  organizing  ability  and  sound 
military  judgment  belongs  the  chief  credit  for 
the  rapid  mobilization  and  efficient  training  of 
the  huge  American  army  placed  at  tlie  disposal 
of  Cienerals  f^senhower  and  MacArthur  l‘'r 
defeating  the  enemy  However  the  harmon- 
ious and  effective  teamwork  ol  the  United 
Nations’  Combined  Staff  at  WaOiington 
ow  e^  much  to  General  Marshall's  aptitude  for 
intelligent  co-operation  and  the  high  respect 
w hich  his  colleagues  had  for  his  professional 
abilities. 

In  View  of  his  kev  poiiiion  and  his  wide 
expenenie  of  the  overall  strategy  if  anvbotly 
can  speak  with  authority  about  the  war  it  is 
Cicneral  Marshall  I herelore.  the  testimony 
which  he  offers  in  his  latest  biennial  report  to 
the  Secretary  of  War  will  command  respevt- 
ful  attention  in  his  own  country  and  outside 
it  One  characteristic  of  General  Marshall  is 
his  complete  honesty,  and  in  this  report  hr  is 
at  special  pains  lo  give  credit  where  credit  is 
due,  even  at  the  risk  of  offending  the  .^eri- 
can-Finters ' and  other  narrow  mmded  na- 
tionahsTi  among  his  own  countrymen  So. 
after  reminding  the  people  of  the  United 
States  of  the  desperate  peril  from  which  they

' These  two  battles  which  General  Marshall 
mentions  were  decisive  ciimactcncs  in  the  war. 
They  occurred  almost  simultancosuly  Mont- 
gomerv's  Eighth  Army  smashed  the  enemy 
defences  st  El  Alamein  on  November  2,  1942, 
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and  later  in  the  same  month  tlie  Reichswchr 
suffered  ni  biggest  repulse  at  Stalingrad,  and 
the  Russians  began  their  counter-offensive, 
rhe  first  was  a British  victory  and  the  second 
a Ruuian  and  it  can  be  left  to  military  his- 
torians to  assess  their  relative  importance  But 
one  thing  is  certain-  They  removed  the  ter- 
rible menace  of  an  Axis  victory,  and  accom- 
plished this  feat  at  a lime  when  the  issue  of 
the  first  serious  offensive  operation  under- 
taken by  the  United  States  forces  against 
Guadalcanal  was  still  uncertain  and  the  west- 
ern coast  of  the  Republic  was  by  no  means 


‘ General  Marshall  has  done  well  to  recall 
these  unchallengeable  facts,  and  his  frank  ad- 
musion  of  the  immense  value  of  the  contribu- 
tion whith  the  British  and  Russians  made  to 
the  common  victory  should  prove  an  effective 
antidote  to  the  extravagant  claims  of  certain 
elements  in  the  United  Stales  who  arrogate
